The adv ent o f ‘ real spring” came 
w ith a v engeance last night, for from 
midnight to noon today more than 
three inches of rain fell. The down­ 
pou r was so heav y that sewers cou ld 
not carry the water away fast enou gh 
and streets, walks and cellars were 
flooded. The rainfall of the night 
was one and 8 5 one-hu ndredths inches | ju red at 160. 
and this forenoon an additional one 
[Ex tended 
and 18 one-hu ndredths inches, mak­ 
ing 3.03 inches du riDg the twelv e 
hou rs. 
The heav y rain accompany ing the 
storm probably prev ented fire damage 
by lightning, althou gh the lightning 
stru ck in many places. A detailed re­ 
port of the storm following cites dam­ 
ages ranging from the seriou s inju ry 
to Reid March and the killing of sev ­ 
eral horses by lightning to the lesser 
damages of washed ou t bridges and 
roads. 
REID MARCH STUNNED. 
Reid March, son of George March 
residing on a farm at the Kingdom, 
was stru ck by lightning this morning 
while sitting in a carriage shed and 
knocked senseless. His father and a 
hired 
man 
were 
with him 
at 
the time, the father being somewhat 
stu nned also 
The three men went in 
the shed to escape the rain. 
The 
bolt stru ok the north gable of the 
bam knocking off sev eral boards and 
ru n down throu gh a su rrey u nto the 
floor, bou nding back against tbe wall, 
and re-bou nding back to the floor at 
the feet of y ou ng March going throu gh 
into the grou nd. 
I t made a large hole in tne floor. 
The hired man had a narrow escape 
with his life. He was sitting in the 
su rrey , and ju st a few minu tes before

RAILROAD MEN MUST BE HU 
MANE. 
Secretary o f Agriculture Wilso n has 
wo n a decided victo ry o ver a number 
o f pro minent railro ad men as well as 
o ver their po litical friends In Wash­ 
ingto n. The o fficials o f the terminal 
railways In vario us parts o f the co un­ 
try have steadily maintained that 
they weTe exempt fro m the pro visio ns 
o f the statute which requires rail­ 
ro ads to unlo ad, to be fed and watered, 
sto ck in transit at least o nce in twen­ 
ty-eight ho urs, co ntending that the 
intent o f the law was that it sho uld 
apply o nly to tnro ugh ro ads. 
Secre­ 
tary Wilso n 
advised 
them 
that 
their 
co nstructio n 
o f 
the 
law 
was 
entirely 
unwarranted 
hut 
they 
persisted 
in 
igno ring 
its 
pro visio ns while the Secretary in­ 
structed his agents to reco rd every 
vio latio n and he himself appealed to 
the Atto rney General to co nstrue the 
statue. Atto rney General Mo o dy has 
no w advised the Secretary that he is 
co rrect in his co ntentio n that the pro ­ 
visio ns o f the law apply to all ro ads 
alike and the Secretary will turn o ver 
the evidence gathered in the mean­ 
time to the Department o f Justices, 
wbio h department will pro mptly in­ 
stitute pro secutio ns. 
The Secretary po ssesses evidence o f 
upward cMo ur hundred vio latio ns o f 
the law, and every railro ad gulity o f 
igno ring it will be pro mptly pro se­ 
cuted. 
In fact, so me o f the ro ads 
have already indicated their intentio n 
o f paying their lines witho ut attempt­ 
ing any defense. 
Tho se familiar with the co nditio ns 
under which live sto ck is transpo rted, 
will agree with Secretary Wilso n that 
there is no defense fo r pro lo nging the 
the perio d fo r which ho rses, cattie 
and o ther sto ck is co mpelled to do 
witho ut feed and water and to remain 
in cramped sto ck cars beyo nd the 
legal time, and that the railro ads well 
deserve to suffer the penalty fo r their 
inhuman practices.

o l Thirty -Fo urth. 


If ou r you ng p eop le do not celebrate 
the coming Memorial day in tbe right 
sp irit and with su itable observance, it 
is not the fau lt of Alfred Bayliss, who 
has Issu ed from the dep artment of p u b­ 
lic instru ction at Sp ringfield tbe hap ­ 
p iest circu lar we have ever seen for 
this solemn anniversary. 
I t is hap p y and oniqu e in p resenting 
to the children of the schools a series 
of narratives given by the brave sol­ 
diers, living and dead, who p assed 
throu gh those heroic days of ou r na­ 
tion’s history. They are not dry de­ 
scrip tions comp iled by some stu dent in 
his library. They are tbe living u tter­ 
ances of boys in the raok s, of generals 
in com mand. I t is actu al war, noble 
sacrifice, of tbe p atriots who bled and 
su ffered and died. 
The whole p hamp iet teems with 
historic memoranda, and is worthy of 
p reservation. There is the original 
order given by General Logan, recom­ 
mending Decoration day on May 30, 
Grant’s Des Moines sp eech, Lincoln’s 
Gettysbu rg address, that stirring song 
‘'Illinois,” which always rou ses the 
heart lik e a tru m p et, and the variou s 
accou nts of heroic exp erience which 
will never get into tbe book s. 
Esp ecially interesting to u s is tbe 
local flavor of the attractive manu al. 
W. H. Steel of Dixon tells of defend 
Ing the c6lors of the Thirty-Fou rth 
Illinois at Stone River, when every 
color gu ard faDd bearer of the regi­ 
ment was either k illed or wou nded, 
he receiving seven wou nds and still 
carrying three bu llets in his body. 
Ou r 
neighbor, Cap tain Park er, of 
Rock Falls News, sp eak s of meeting 
his brother after tb e battle at Kene- 
saw mou ntain who fou ght on tbe 
other side. 
Corp oral Thomas Diller 
of Sterling recalls a remark able in­ 
stance In which a shell by strik ing a 
p au in a k nap sack saved a soldier’s 
life. J. W. Newcomer was at Alla- 
toona Pass when General Sherman 
signaled that immortal message to 
hold tbe fort 
No more p leasing circu lar has ever 
been issu ed for this national holyd&y. 
On the front cover is a section from 
the Lincoln monu ment at Sp ring­ 
field, and on the back the old flag 
handsomely colored, with the motto 
in large letters, “TheCommon School 
Stands by the Flag ’ * 
For the direction of schools, a sim­ 
p le form of “Salu te to the Flag” is 
given, as issu ed by the Grand Army 
and adop ted by the Woman’s Relief 
corp s. We hop e that ou r schools will 
observe this gloriou s anniversary with 
enthu siasm. As Mr. Bayliss says: If 
a child is trained to good citizenship 
in the school* he is lik ely to become a 
good citisen of the state.

LIBEL SUIT BY TRIGOS 


Fo rmer Univ ersity Pro fesso r with 
Original Ideas Is After Newspapers 


Prof. Triggs, formerly of tbe Uni­ 
versity of Chicago, is p rosecu ting a 
su it for libel and heavy damages 
against tbe New York Su n, tbe case 
being now on trial. 
Prof. Triggs 
based bis su it u p on tbe contention 
that certain editorials ap p earing in 
the Su n ridicu ling the p rofessor cau s­ 
ed his dismissal from the Chicago Uni­ 
versity and also did great damage to 
bis rep u tation as a teacher. 
The p articu lar editorials related to 
the p rofessors’ ideas regarding Shak es­ 
p eare’s writings. It cou ched tbe dia­ 
logu e in Bowery dialect, and said that 
it was thu s modernized in accordance 
with the ideas of Prof. Triggs. 
In the cross-examination of the p ro­ 
fessor it develop ed that he was at one 
time offered *700 a week to travel 
ahead of & comp any which was p ro­ 
du cing "Romeo and Ju liet,” lectu ring 
on tbe p lay in each city before its ap ­ 
p earance. He refu sed tbe offer. Cou n­ 
sel for tbe Su n examined Triggs on 
his Shak esp eare, and brou ght ou t the 
fact that tbe p rofessor cou ld not name 
the characters of "Romeo and Ju liet.’’ 
The teacher resp onded that the names 
of the characters were immaterial to 
him, what he was concerned in a.s a 
teacher was the u nderlying motives 
of the p lay and the manner in which 
tbis motive was exp ressed.

"Tbe prairie do g migratio n fro m 
Oklaho ma to so uthwestern Tex as dur­ 
ing July . 187 4, eclipsed any thing o f 
that so rt witnessed by white men in 
this co untry .” said a v eteran who saw 
it "Millio ns o f the frisky little bark­ 
ers must hav e l>een in quest o f new 
pastures o r perhaps feared the ap­ 
pro aching legio ns o f ho me seekers 
wo uld surely ex terminate the do gs and 
plo w up the do g to wns. 
The prairie 
do g migratio n fro m the no rth to the 
so uthwest lasted six day s during the 
mo nth o f July , 187 4. 
The trav eling 
do gs while cro ssing the Red riv er in­ 
terfered to a great ex tent with the 
cattle that came to that stream to 
quench their thirst 
So me co wbo y s 
that were o n the banks o f Red riv er 
during the time when the prairie do gs 
swam acro ss say that the stream was 
cho ck full o f the little rascals fo r 
many miles up and do wn the riv er. 
The thirsty cattle were either unable 
o r unwilling to stick their mo uths into 
the water thro ugh the mo v ing mass o f 
liv ing prairie do gs. Jhe co wbo y s were 
getting ready to driv e the famishing 
sto ck to a distant stream, but the Red 
riv er became clear o f the repelling 
Bwimmers after blo cking the useful 
drinking place fo r abo ut a week. 
It 
was generally suppo sed that the do gs 
halted when they had reached the 
staked plains o f Tex as.” —Kansas City 
Times.

Tte date o f the first manufacture o f 
pins In England is shro uded in uncer­ 
tainty , but it is authentically reco rded 
that as early as 146 4, when mo uey was

pelled their labo rers to accept in pay ­ 
ment fo r their wo rk “ pins, girdles and 
o ther unpro fitable wares Instead o f 
mo ney .” 
The march o f impro v ement 
had begun and kept o n steadily until 
to ward the middle o f the six teenth 
century pins began to win appreciatio n 
so high that statutes were enacted pro ­ 
tecting their manufacture, and rigid 
laws were passed pro hibiting the im­ 
po rtatio n o f numero us mino r articles. 
Including pins, glo v es, kniv es, tailo rs* 
shears, scisso rs and iro ns. Up to this 
perio d female dress was fastened with 
ribbo ns, laces, clasps, ho o ks and ey es 
and skewers o f brass, silv er and go ld. 
The latter were, in fact, pins witho ut 
heads.—London

CANADIAN CASTLES. 


•Tlae Mont In te r e a tin * Is C h a tea u d e 
R a m e ia r a t M on trea l. 
To Americans castles are associated 
with the storied Rhine, p icturesque 
England or France and Sp ain, but it is 
Interesting to be reminded by the St. 
John (P. E. I.) News that there are a 
num ber of ancient Canadian castles 
still existing, the chief ones being S t 
Ours, Rimouskl, St. Eustache, Lotbini- 
ere, Montlbello, Ste. Marie de la Be- 
ance, Vaudreil, Rouville and, most in­ 
teresting of all, the Chateau de Rame- 
xay at Montreal. The latter was built 
In 1765 by Gertrude de Ramezay, at 
th at time governor of the district of 
M ontreal and knight of the Royal and 
Military Order of St. Louis. From him 
w as descended the last French govern­ 
or of Quebec at the time of the cap itu­ 
lation in 1759. From that time to 1840 
the castle remained in the p ossession 
of the government and was the resi­ 
dence of the French and English gov­ 
ernors until the cap ital was trans­ 
ferred from Montreal to Quebec. It is 
now owned by the Antiquarian socie­ 
ty, which has made of it a museum 
for historical relics of the old regime, 
and as such it p ossesses much foterest 
for visitors to tbe one time cap ital of 
New France.

After Transvaal tobacco, but * long 
way after, cotnes Boer, The muue te In 
reality nowadays a misnomer, for this 
tobacco is grown largely in Natal ami 
Cape Colony. It Is also- cultivated in 
the Orange River Colony, Is sold by the 
roll and can be obtained for about $ 8 a 
pound if a whole roll is purchased. It. 
is also sold by the sack. 
White men buy these sacks, but they 
do not smoke the contents themselves; 
they use it to reward the Kaffir serv 
ants for working overtime or doing any 
other meritorious action. The taste for 
Transvaal tobacco is an acquired one. 
It also takes a certain time before a 
man gets used to the scent. No white 
man who has come from a distance has 
so far lived long enough to acquire a 
liking for either the taste or the smelb 
but it has its uses in the case of the 
natives, and it is also useful if you 
have an undesirable visitor whom you 
are anxious to get rid of. Offer him a 
pipe of Boer tobacco, and he will never 
enter your house again. 
The traders purchase this weed large­ 
ly. They also use it upon the natives 
in the shape of presents, as every Kaf­ 
fir who makes a purchase in a country 
store always asks for a free gift, and 
the competition’ to secure the native 
trade is so acute that the request can­ 
not be refused.—South Africa.

marque— 
thieves’ letters, as the sufferers called 
them—to all the rascals of the Baltic, 
authorizing them to victual the besieg­ 
ed city. 
This done, they turned them­ 
selves into a con fed (*racy of sea rob­ 
bers known as Victualing brothers, or 
SL Vltalius’ brothers, and rendered 
the Scandinavian seas unsafe for half 
a century.
